New ways of using lamb and mut- 
ton In preparing appetizing meat dish- 
es have been tested by the United 
States Department of Agriculture and 
are suggesled for the use of the house- 
wife. These have been suggested by 
recipes originating among the Turks, 
Armenians, and Syrians, who for gen- 
erations have been expert In ways of 
preparing palatable dishes from mut- 
ton and lamb. In most of these dishes 
some tart vegetable or fruit Is com- 
bined with the meat to give the acid 
flavor which Is generally liked with 
lamb or mutton und which In ordinary 
household practice Is Introduced by 
the use of such things as mint sauce, 
caper sauce, and currant Jelly. For 
example, a typical Turkish dish Is 
“Sarlnn" or rolls made of meat and 
broken rice, wrapped In grape leaves 
and then boiled, the grape leaves giv- 
ing the rolls an appetizing mild acid 
taste. The same Idea Is made use of 
In the following recipes: 

Mutton Baked With. Rice and Tart 
Apples. 

Mix chopped mutton with rice; line 
a baking dish with sliced tart apples; 
put the mixture of meat and rh-e In 
this; cover It with water; and bake 
until the rice Is cooked.

Safety Cannot Be Depended on From 
Food Poisoning by Use of Can- 
ning Powders. 



Canning powders cannot be depended 
on for safety from food poisoning, ac- 
cording to the bureau of chemistry of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. Extensive experiments re- 
cently conducted to test the claims 
made by certain widely advertised and 
distributed canning powders, which 
consisted mainly of 05 per cent boric 
acid, with 5 per cent of salt added, 
have shown conclusively that the anti- 
septic properties of the powder only 
affect a few molds and microorganisms 
which nre not responsible for spoilage 
In properly processed cans or Jars. 

Fruits and other acid products prop- 
erly packed when fresh and In good 
condition keep without any canning 
preparations. Much larger amounts of 
canning powder than those

Eggplant and Mutton Pie. 

Put equal amounts of sliced egg- 
plant und chopped mutton or lamb 
fried In Its own fat, together In al- 
ternate layers In a baking pan, cover 
with wuter and bake until well 
browned. Some prefer the addition of a 
little tomato Juice or a few sliced 
tomatoes. 

Fruit and Mutton Stew. 

Fresh or dried quinces, sour apples, 
pears, apricots, or prunes may be used 
In with lamb or mutton In this dish. 
The fruit nnd meat are cooked sepa- 
rately and then combined. 

Stew the fruit In a small amount of 
water. Cut the meat In stunll pieces; 
brown It in a frying pan ; when brown 
cover It with snlted water nnd cook 
tender ns for ordinary stew ; add the 
fruit and cook for n few minutes; and 
serve hot. This dish may be served 
with plain boiled rice and brown 
gravy. 

Baked Mutton With Apples. 

Cut a large slice of mutton or lamb 
from the top of the leg near the loin, 
cover It with finely sliced sour apples 
nnd finely chopped onions; and hake 
In the oven until the meat Is lender. 
Other tart fruit may be used In place 
of the apples.

During 
August, the trains to Western Canada 
carried hundreds of capitalists fflB 
others Interested In Western CnnaC' 
land, going up to take care of the C y&M 
that they had arranged to have^S£\ 
In on the land they owned. Very few- 
of them will be disappointed. — Adver- 
tisement. 



Aa a result of this combined sffort 
the largest wheat crop In the history 
of the West was successfully harvest- 
ed. The threshing reports show that 
almost universally, In every section 
of the country, the grain graded high. 
In very few places did rain Interfere 
with stacking. The province of Mani- 
toba was the first to complete thresh- 
ing, very few fields being left at the 
time of writing. 

Portions of Saskatchewan that had 
suffered from drought for the past 
two or three years reaped a crop that 
largely made up for past disappoint- 
ments. 

In Alberta there was a strange con- 
dition. In the central district, always 
noted for Its heavy yields, there was 
considerable of a falling off. Instead 
of the 35 nnd 40 bushel yields the 
average ran from 10 to 12, while In 
southern portions, where drought had 
affected the country for some time 
past, there were exceptionally high 
yields. 

Reports of Individual yields In dif- 
ferent portions of the three provinces 
lead to the Impression that when 
threshing returns are In there will be 
found to have been a much better crop 
than at present seems possible. Some 
of these returns give Individual farm- 
ers as getting ns high ns 45 bushels 
others 35, nnd so on, while In some 
districts, where In early August not 
more than 8 or 10 bushels might be

Plnln charged water wns 
not served out as vlchy or seltrcr or 
anything else a customer happened to 
ask for. 

“Tho soda clerks Of today don’t 
know any better, most of them.” snld 
nn old-timer. “They think all car- 
honnted water Is about the same 
thing. 

“Why. one plnce on Rrondwny must 
have hnd eight or ten mineral waters 
on draft all the time. Vichy nnd 
Klssingen. Kaiser and Seltzer, Deep 
Rock, half a dozen others. They came 
In by the barrel, mostly from Sara- 
toga. 

"Every place else bad . then. too. 
The older stores, the bar at Lie Hoff- 
man house, the Fifth Avente hotel, 
the Victoria, the Imperlnl, tie Albe- 
marle. It was the regular thing to 
take a couple of glasses of' mineral 
water or soda, or even phosphate, 
which was then rated as a tonic, In 
the morning. 

“Thla demand for an early drink 
was the thing that led to the discov- 
ery of Ice-cream soda. Of course, 
Philadelphia claims that Ice-cream 
sodn was Invented down there, and 
went so far ns publicly to give Robert 
Green credit for starting It. They 
gnve him the credit after he was dead. 
But they can hardly make a clear 
| rase, and I hold to the Eighth uvenue 
version of Its Invention. New York 
has Just as good a claim. 

“The thing was entirely accidental- 
Early In the morning a customer came 
Into a lower Eighth avenue drag store 
and asked for a glnsa of soda. The 
proprietor apologized bernuse be hnd 
no lee, nnd offered a plate of ice 
creoiu Instead. 

“That wns no substitute for the 
thing wanted. The cuatomer wanted 
soda, and Insisted that the Ice cream 
be put Into it If there waa no ice 
available. That was done. The re- 
sult was remarkable, and Ice cream 
soda has been spreading over the 
country ever since. 

“Sundaes are a much later Idea. 
The sale of them began, I think, by 
an effort to evade In a legal manner 
the old Sunday closing laws, when Ice 
cream parlors were not open. Drug 
stores were generally not closed, and 
here Ice cream was camouflaged and 
sold as a ’sundae.’ 

“But nobody ever believed that sit- 
ting at a soda fountnln would take 
rank as a great popular diversion all 
over the United States. In less than 
one generation that has happened. 
Times change."
